Gentlemen : 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  proposed 
vaction  of  Thayer  Street  between  Oliver  Street  and  Bowser 
Avenue,  under  Vacation  f^esolutipn  No. 

We  find  that  our  company  has  at  present  on 
Thiayer  Street,  proposed  to  be  vacated,  an  eight  inch 
gas  line,  placed  on  the  street  under  the  terras  of  our 
franchise. 

We  have  been  advised  that  the  proposed  vacation 
is  for  the  convenience  of  adjoining  and  abutting  property 
owners,  who  propose  to  utilize  the  space  vacated  for 
building  purposes. 

We  are  convinced  that  the  presence  of  our  gas 
pipe  across  the  proposed  private  property,  as  the  same 
may  be  constructed  in  the  future  through  the  expansion 
of  the  adjoining  factory  plants,  will  create  a dangerous 
situation,  both  zo  our  company  and  those  who  will  be- 
come the  owners  of  the  land  in  question,  through  the  pro- 
posed vacation. 

We  have  read  the  provision  in  your  published 
notice  of  the  hearing  in  this  matter,  wherein  the  rights 
of  our  company,  as  to  the  future  care  and  maintenance  of 
pipes  on  this  strip  of  ground  is  attempted  to  be  disposed 
of.  It  is  our  belief  that  differences  and  litigation  will 
result  in  event  of  the  proposed  vacation  under  the  terms 
of  the  resolution  as  published. 

If  the  public  has  no  further  interest  in  the 
street  and  it  I is  desirable  to  vacate  the  same,  it  would 
seem  the  part  of  wisdom  that  arrangements  siiould  be  made 
by  which  the  expense  of  removing  our  pipes  from  this 
two  block  strip  to  some  neighboring  street,  so  that  ser- 
vice beyond  Bowser  Avenue  could  be  continued,  should  be 
adjusted  at  this  time.
